Byrnes Reported Propos- 
ing That ‘Fresh Minds’ 
Tackle Unsolved Issues 
at Paris Conference

PARIS, May 8 (AP)—American 
sources said today that United 
States Secretary of State Byrnes, 
with a dramatic reference to this 
first anniversary of official V-E 
day, proposed shifting the burden 
of drafting Europe’s peace treaties 
from the shoulders of the foreign 


ministers of Russia, Britain, 
France and the United States to a 
Zi-nation peace conference to 
meet in Paris June 15. 

“At Moscow,” Byrnes was re- 
ported to have said, “there was 
a promise to the world that we 
will have a peace conference. We 
have got to carry out that prom- 
ise. That will be the 
bration the world can have on V- 
E day.” 

American quarters said both 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and French Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault fell in with 
Byrnes’s suggestion, but Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, 
asked for time to study the idea. 

Task for “Fresh Minds.” 
Byrnes was quoted as saying on 
behalf of his proposal] that “some- 
times when we are confronted 
with problems like those confront- 
ing us” it was best to let “fresh 
minds” tackle the questions. 

A British informant said it was 
conceded the four foreign minis- 
ters had been unable to agree on 
the major points of the treaties, 
but a member of the American 
delegation said the four ministers 
might continue their sessions into 
next week. | 

Molotov was reported 
seid in a series of long speeches 
that he had hoped the drafts of 
treaties could be written before 
before the 21 nations met. But he 
did not reject or accept Byrnes’s 
proposal outright. 

The American position toward 
the proposed June 15 peace con- 
ference was that Britain, Russia 
and the United States on Jan. 17 
had assured France the 21-nation 
conference would not be merely a 
rubber stamp body. 

From this, Byrnes argued that 
it was not necessary for the 
foreign ministers’ council to reach 
complete agreement on all phases 
of the treaties before they were 
submitted to the larger peace con- 
ference. 

Finland Treaty Ready. 

There was practically no dis- 

ment on the peace treaty 
with Finland, so the draft of that 
settlement could go directly to 
the peace conference. 

The present compromise formu- 
la for writing Europe’s peace trea- 
ties was decided in London last 
September, The Russians had

TRYING 10 ATTACK

Prisoner Leaps From Po- 
lice Car and Is Fatally

Joseph H. Sorden Jr., 29-year- 
old laborer, was shot and killed 
by Detective Louis Mossotti early 
today after he had jumped out 
of a police car and attempted to 
escape following his arrest for at- 
tempted assault on a woman in 
the 4200 block of Laclede avenue. 

Sorden, who lived at 1914 (rear) 
North Fourteenth street, died at 
City Hospital at 5:45 a. m., three 
hours after the shooting.

Gus Ernst were cruising in their 
car near Boyle avenue and Olive 
street when they received a radio 
call that a woman was screaming 
for help in the 4200 block of 
Laclede. | 

Three other police cars also an- 
swered the call but the victim 
could not be found until Mrs. 
Sibil Bingeman, 4333 Laclede, told 
the officers the cries had come 
from a lot east of the Johnson- 
Stephens & Shinkle Shoe Co., 
4242 Laclede, ä 

There Mossotti and Ernst found 
Sorden behin1 a high hedge with 
his hands around the throat of 
Mrs. Louise Ulrich, 4362A Laclede. 

Sorden Leaps From Auto. 

The officers put Sorden in their 
car and went to the home of Mrs. 
Bingeman to invite her to come 
to the station as a witness. After 
Mrs. Bingeman took her place in 
the front seat and the officera, 
p ed to dzive away, Sorden 


suddenly leaped out of the back 
eat. | 


Mossotti, who was the driver, 
started after Sorden as he fled 
across Laclede. The officer said 
he fired a warning shot in the air 
which Sorden ignored. Then, as 
he closed on the fugitive, Sorden 
turned and lunged at him from 
the top of a lawn at 4340 Laclede, 
Mossotti stated. The detective 
fired the shot which struck Sor- 
den in the chest. 

Mrs. Ulrich, who is 43 years old, 
was treated at City Hospital for 
bruises of the face, neck and legs. 

She said she had been with her 
husband, Oscar, earlier in the 
evening but had come home alone 
because he was working late in 
his tavern at Fourteenth street 
and St. Louis avenue. 

She told officers she had board- 
ed a Forest Park street car down- 
town and Sorden, who had the 
seat in front of her, attempted to 
engage her in conversation. 

Mrs. Ulrich said she was stand- 
ing near the exit door of the street 
car waiting to get off at Boyle 
avenue when the car made a 
stop one block east. At that point, 
she related, Sorden suddenly came 
in back of her and shoved her off 
the car: | 

Forces Her Into Driveway 

As she attempted to walk away 
from him, she continued, he fol- 
lowed her, saying: “You're ‘not 
going where you think you're 
going.” Mrs. Ulrich said Sorden 
forced her into a driveway adja- 
cent to the shoe company, then 
pushed her into the lot and threw 
her on the ground. 

Mrs. Bingeman, who was a pass- 
enger on the same street car, told 
police she observed Sorden an- 
noying Mrs. Ulrich. 

Police said Sorden was sen- 
tenced in July 1944 to serve a 
year in the Workhouse when he 
pleaded guilty of assault of a 
23-year-old woman. 

In 1941 he received a six months’ 
Workhouse sentence for petty lar- 
ceny. He also had several convic- 
tions on peace disturbance charges. 

Mossotti, who is 40 years old, 
joined the police department in 
1932. He has been a detective 
since 1936. He lives at 4866 Bessie 
avenue,

17-Year Locusts Invade Kirkwood, 
Climbing on Trees and Shrubs

Swarms of periodical cicadas, 
commonly known as seventeen- 
year locusts, appeared yesterday 
in Kirkwood. They arrived a few 
weeks earlier than usual, prob- 
ably because of the early spring. 
Thousands of them were noticed 
climbing over shrubs and trees at 
Kirkwood Park, Geyer road and 
Adams avenue, by William Poeck- 
er, the caretaker, yesterday morn- 
ing and later in the day at his 
home at 431 South Clay avenue. 
For the last three days Poecker 
had noticed the small holes in the 
ground from which the insects 
crawl after their 17-year stay. 
When Phil Rau, real estate 
dealer and amateur entomologist, 
returned to his home at 549 Hast 
Argonne drive last night, he found 
that specimens from all over the 


neighborhood had been brought 
to him. 
Both Rau and Hampton L. Car-

son, zoology instructor at Wash- 
ington University, pointed out 
that the periodical cicadas, con- 
trary to popular impression, do 
relatively little damage. Legendary 
locust plagues in which all vegeta- 
tion over large areas was de- 
stroyed were caused by true lo- 
custs which are members of the 
grasshopper family, Carson said. 
The cicadas eat by sucking liquids 
from trees through a tube at- 
tached to the head. 

Some damage may be caused to 
young trees through the egg-lay- 
ing habits of the female, which 
makes an incision in tender bark 
with her spear-like ovipositor and 
leaves from 12 to 20 eggs in each 
batch. Each female may lay as 
many as 400 eggs. This may cause 
the death of small branches or 
even the whole of young trees,

000 workers, if the railroad freight 
embargo which becomes effective 
at midnight tomorrow remains in 
force for 10 days, the Chamber 
of Commerce asserted today in 
urging drastic Government action 
to re-establish full production of 
coal, } 

The manufacturing layoffs will 
throw an additional 70,000 persons 
out of work here in transportation 
and other service industries, it 
was reported. 

The chamber’s executive com- 
mittee, meeting yesterday, author- 
ized an appeal to President Tru- 
man, Senators Frank P. Briggs 
and Forrest C. Donnell, and Con- 
gressman John J. Cochran, Wal- 
ter C, Ploeser and John B. Sulli- 


van. 
Text of Appeal. 

George C. Smith, president of 
the chamber, sent them the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“A survey of our leading indus- 
tries discloses that the embargo 
on freight shipments announced 
for 12:01 a.m, Friday, if continued 
for as short a period as 10 days, 
will force the complete shutdown 
of fully 50 per cent of our manu- 
facturing establishments with re- 
sultant loss and unemployment. 

“The placement of the embargo 
is directily attributable to a short- 
age of coal on the part of the 
railroads caused by the strike of 
coal miners and the breakdown of 
negotiations between labor and 
man nt. 

The affairs of our nation are 
today in a most critical state. Pro- 
duction is vitally essential if ram- 
pant inflation and black market 
operations are to be averted. Th 
threatened shutdown of industry, 
which is national as well as local 
in scope, would be a calamity. The 
time is here when Government 
must act and quickly and effec- 
tively. 

“Steps should be taken at once 
to secure quick resumption of full 
production of coal. Drastie action 
is warranted,.and if seizure and 
operation of the mines by the 
Government is necessary to estab- 
lish production pending just settle- 
ment of the disputed issues be- 
tween operators and miners, such 
action should be taken. Further, 
Congress should proceed to endet 
such legislation as will perma- 
nently prevent a recurrence of the 
present situation before the War 
Power Act expires. We most 
earnestly insist that the Govern- 
ment take this matter in hand 
immediately and request your ag- 
gressive handling to that end.” 

Various Plants Report. 

One of the first plants to sus- 
pend operations, the chamber’s 
survey indicated, will be the, East 
St. Louis plant of the Aluminum 
Ore Co., employing nearly 2000. A 
large shoe company reported it 
will be forced to lay off about 25, 
000 workers within a week. Belle- 
ville stove manufacturers will be 
forced to lay off approximately 
1500 employes a few days after 
the embargo goes into effect, in 
addition to the 500 workers cur- 
rently on strike in a wage dispute. 

Other large-scale employers that 
will be able to operate only a few 
days include Monsanto Chemical 
Co. and Chevrolet Motor Co., the 
chamber reported. 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
yesterday ordered coal dealers to 
restrict deliveries to essential in- 
dustries having less than a 10-day 
fuel supply on hand and to domes- 
tic consumers who, having less 
than a five-day supply, need coal 
for immediate use. 

Many plants, have as much as 
30-day supplies of coal on hand, 
but will be forced to shut down by 
inability to obtain raw materials 
and parts or because of lack of 
warehousing space in which to 
store accumulated output, 

The city smoke commissioner 
has announced that essential in- 
dustries will be permitted to use 
high-volatile coal outlawed by the 
anti-smoke ordinance during the 
current shortage, 

Train Service Cuts. 

The railroads have been ordered 
to reduce passenger service by 
coal-burning trains 25 per cent by 
Friday, with an additional 25 per 
cent cut to be effected by next 
Wednesday. In compliance with 
this order, railroads are discon- 
tinuing 21 trains serving St. Louis. 
The latest announcement of dis- 
continuance comes from the Nick- 
el Plate railroad, which on Friday 
will drop two trains operating be- 
tween St. Louis and Cleveland, 
one arriving here at 9:25 a.m. and 
the other departing at 6:40 p.m.

U IRAN 
TO REPORT AGAIN 
ON REDS MAY 20 


Council, With Gramyko 
Again Boycotting Ses- 
sion, Adopts U. S. Pro-

NEW YORK, May 8 (AP)—The 
United Nations Security Council, 
with the Soviet delegate absent, 
today deferred consideration of 
the Iranian case until May 20. 

There was no opposition to the 
United States. 

The Council then adjourned in- 
definitely. 

In one of its shortest sessions 
the Council received a report 
from Iran saying it was unable 
to state definitely whether the 
Red Army evacuation Was com- 
plete by May 6. 

The resolution offered by Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius Jr. asked Iran 
to report by May 20, or before if 
‘possible, on the status of the Rus- 
sian withdrawal. 

The resolution significantly did 
not request a report from Soviet 
Russia and delegates in the brief 
debate on the case today pointed 
out that Russia had ignored the 
Council request for a report by 
May 6. , 

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko ignored the session called 
to receive reports on the status of 
the evacuation by Red Army 
troops. 

Gromyko thus made good his 
threat voiced April 23 to refuse 
to discuss the Iranian case after 
the Security Council] rejected his 
demand that the matter be 
dropped immediately from the 
agenda.

Then, he related, he had nothing 
to do with submarines until Sep- 
tember 1988, when he was made 
commander of the Weddigen flo- 
tilla consisting of three 250-ton 
submarines. 

At the outbreak of the war in 
November 1939, he ordered his 
crews to observe the prize regu- 
lations under the London agree- 
ment, But he was forced to in- 
struct them to attack all enemy 
merchantmen without warning 
because it was found that an 
used their radios to give warning 
and all had guns and were ready 
to use them. 

“German orders were always 
four weeks behind time,” he as- 
serted regretfully.

SPAIN TURNING OVER 16 NAZIS 
WHO ARE OBNOXIOUS TO U.S. 


MADRID, May 8 (AP)—Sixteen 
Germans regarded as objectionable 
by United States and England are 
scheduled to be deported to Ger- 
many aboard a United States 
Army plane within a few days. 

Gen. Hans Doern, military at- 
tache, and Capt. Kurt Meyer 
Doehner, naval attache of the for- 
mer German Embassy, will be in 
the group. Allied sources said 
several among the 16 were “dan- 
gerous” Nazi agents. 

Under agreement between the 
Allies and the Spanish foreign of- 
fice, 1545 German nationals have 
left Spain since late January. The 
United States State Department 
said a month ago that 2200 Ger- 
mans classified as obnoxious re-

Second Byrnes Proposal. 

Another proposal reported sub- 
mitted today by Byrnes—to have 
the foreign ministers’ deputies 
draw up a list of points on which 
the ministers have agreed and an- 
other list on which they have dis- 
agreed—was said to have been ac- 
cepted by the other ministers. 

The list, it was conceded, would 
show that the United States and 
Britain had opposed Russia on 
every major point, with France 
sometimes siding with the British 
and Americans and occasionally 
taking a position halfway between 
that of the Western Allies and 
the Russians. 

The foreign ministers will hold 
their next meeting tomorrow aft- 
ernoon, it was reported. It ap- 
peared that the ministers would 
not reach the German problem, 
last on their agenda, at this meet- 
ing. At tomorrow’s meeting the 
deputies are to have ready the 
list of agreements and disagree- 
ments. British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin also asked that the 
reports of expert committees be 
ready at that time. 

At this morning’s meeting, the 
ministers again found themselves 
deadlocked on the Italian repara- 
tions question, the British inform- 
ant said, The Russians, Americans 
and French all presented divergent 
views. 

British experts, headed by Oliver 
Harvey, deputy Under Secretary 
of State, and French officials, 
headed by Herve Alphand, chief of 
the foreign office’s economic sec- 
tion, met at the foreign ministry 
in an effort to reconcile views on 
the ultimate settlement of the 
Rhineland and Ruhr questions. 

Points of Agreement. 

The ministers yesterday, in two 
sessions, came up with three 
agreements, five discords and, for 
the first time since their meet- 
ing began in Paris, referred two 
issues to the proposed 21-nation 
peace conference. 

These latter issues were the dis- 
puted Greek-Bulgarian frontier 
and Bulgarian reparations to 
Greece and Yugoslavia. 

In addition to agreeing to re- 
store Transylvania to Romania, 
they decided that the 1940 trans- 
fer of southern Dobruja from Bul- 
garia to Romania should not be 
recognized, and that Fascist or- 
ganizations in Romania should be 
dissolved. 

They disagreed on: 

1. Withdrawal of Russian troops 
from Bulgaria. 


| 2. Hungarian reparations. 

3. Establishment of an inter- 
Allied war crimes commission in 
Romania. 

4. Opening of the Danube to 
free international navigation. 

5. Guarantees for freedom of 
trade in the Balkan nations. 

American sources said that 
Molotov refused to withdraw 
Soviet troops from Bulgaria on 
the ground they are needed there 
to protect communications lines 
into the Russian zone of Austria. 

Bevin asserted that if the for- 
eign ministers adopted an Ameri- 
can proposal for adding an Aus- 
trian settlement to the conference 
agenda, Russian troops would not 
be needed to safeguard the com- 
munication lines, 

“We are not now discussing 
Austria,” the American sources 
said Molotov retorted. 

Molotov then added that the 
ministers agreed last September 
in London that Russia could re- 
tain troops in the Balkans and 
that all the ministers need to do 
now eis to decide the language of 
the Balkan treaties. 

Both Bevin and Byrnes chal- 
lenged Molotov’s statement on the 
London agreement, declaring that 
the agreement stated precisely 
that all Allied occupation troops 
were to be withdrawn upon sig- 
nature of the treaties. 

Byrnes attacked the Hungarian 


000 in reparations as “excessive” 
and likely to result in the eco- 
nomic collapse of the country. 

Molotov replied that the United 
States held about 300 billion dol- 
lars worth of Hungarian assets in 
its occupation zones in Austria 
and Germany which might be re- 
leased to the Hungarians if the 
United States really wished to 
help Hungary.

One of the major causes of the 
shortage of wheat for food has 
been heavy use of this grain for 
livestock. Many farmers have re- 
ported that they could make more 
money feeding grain to livestock 
at present ceiling prices than by 
selling it as grain.

POWER SYSTEM 


Testimony by 
Head of One of Com- 
panies That Met in St.

Current Rejected.

Southwestern Power Administra- 
tion to set up a 200-million-dollar 
electrical distribution system “just 
scared the devil out of” private 
utilities in the six-state area it 
affected. 

As a result of this fright, 11 
utilities operating in the region 
got together in St. Louis and drew 
up an offer to buy all the power 
produced or to be produced at War 
Department dams in Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Kansas, Texas, Oklahoma 
and Louisiana. The offer, which 
was rejected, was on the record 
today following publication of tes- 
timony taken by a subcommittee 
of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee on a requested $23,323,000 
appropriation to get SPA started. 
The appropriations committee yes- 
terday reduced the appropriation 
to $3,298,000. 

A floor fight to restore the full 
amount was promised by Speaker 
Sam Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, who 
will have the support of Majority 
Leader John W. * McCormack 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, Rayburn 
has said on the floor that Wash- 
ington has been “seething” with 
utility lobbyists intent on crip- 
pling SPA, and testified before 
the committee that every dollar 
requested was needed and that 
“half a loaf will not do at all.” 


Testimony of Utility Head 


What the utilities think about 
the plan was summarized by 
Frank M. Wilkes, president of the 
Southwestern Gas & Electric Co., 
of Shreveport, La., one of the 11 
firms concerned in the offer. 
Wilkes was one of the chief oppo- 
sition spokesmen for a large group 
of utility men who appeared be- 
fore the committee. Virtually all 
the arguments in favor of the full 
appropriation were advanced by 
representatives of Rural Electri- 
fication Administration co-opera- 
tives and Douglas Wright, SPA 
administrator at Tulsa, Okla, 

Wilkes testified: 

“Now, we did not think for a 
minute that anyone would consider 
going into a big expenditure like 
this until out of a clear blue sky, 
in January (1946), we heard there 
was to be an appropriation asked 
for to build transmission lines, to 
build steam plants, mind you, and 
we had a very short time to find 
out anything about it. 

“It was only two or three weeks 
ago (about Feb. 10) that we ob- 
tained a copy of this report, and 
it just scared the devil out of us 
when we got it, because it is so ex- 
tensive. 

“We got together in St. Louis, 
those 11 companies, and agreed it 
would be our duty to take this 
power from the government dams 
at a price which would pay the 
dams without any equivocation, 
and we would pass any savings we 
received on to the public as de- 
termined by the proper regulatory 
bodies.” 

Offer to Buy Power Rejected. 

The offer was made to Wright 
in a letter, and was rejected part- 
ly on the ground that Wright con- 
sidered it was not made in good 
faith. In a reply Wright said it 
was obvious the companies wanted 
to acquire a monopoly. According 
to the flood control act of 1944, 
which authorized SPA, the agency 
is to take power at the dam site 
and distribute it wholesale at the 
lowest possible rates, giving pref- 


TRAGEDY STALKS 
PIGEONS NESTING

Two Squabs Killed in Falls

TYPEWRITER PRICE 
CEILINGS INCREASED 


Controls Lifted From Table 
Salt, Baking Soda and Other 
Items. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
OPA today increased retail price 
ceilings on typewriters and re- 
moved price controls on table 
salt, baking soda and other prod- 
ucts, most of them minor items. 
Both actions are effective im- 
mediately. : 

Retail ceilings on portable type- 
writers are being increased 3% 
per cent. The price hike is 12 
per cent for other typewriters and 
business Machines, including cal- 
culators, cash registers and dicta- 
tion, duplication, addressing and 
bookkeeping machines. 

Manufacturers prices are being 
increased 12 per cent in each case 
to compensate for higher labor 
and material costs. Dealers are 
being required to absorb about 
two-thirds of the increase for 
portable typewriters. 

OPA said controls on salt can 
be removed because it is selling 
below ceilings and “supplies are 
ample to assure that inflationary 
prices will not follow.” 

Among other items removed 
from price controls are: 

Ammonia and bleaching fluids 
packaged for household use: paper 
twine; brake fluids sold to a brand 
owner; bottles and other glass 
containers for. alcoholic beverages 
except those made with malt, such 
as beer and ale; fire extinguishing 
compounds, and certain industrial 
processing chemical compounds. 

OPA said that in most cases, 
the administrative burden of main- 
taining controls on these items 
has been out of proportion to 
their value to the stabilization 
program, ' 

Also exempted were inks for 
paper printing. OPA discontinued

ECCLES SAYS U.S, SHOULD 
~ CONTROL INDUSTRIAL STRIFE 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
Marriner S. Eccles said today “vio- 
lent” labor strife in key industries 
threatens the public safety and the 
government should have some 
means of controlling the disputes. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
chairman, appearing before the 
Senate Banking Committee to 
urge a year’s extension of price 
control, testified: 

“No group, no leaders, ever have 
the right to inflict such injury on 
the general public. Dictators as- 
sume such aright. It has no place 
in a democracy.” 

Describing full production as the 
country’s chief need, Eccles said 
public “should not be misled” into 
thinking that extension of OPA 
is enough to hold the line against 
inflation. .

The United States delegation 
proposed today that a U.N. sub- 
commission on freedom of informa- 
tion be established to draw up 
recommendations on world-wide 
press freedom. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
chairman of the Commission on 
Human Rights, to which the pro- 
posal was addressed, said the com- 
mission probably would take it up 
Friday. 

The United States delegation 
proposed that the commission 
recommend to the Economie and 
Social Council that a sub-commis- 
sion of 10 to 15° members, who 
need not be members of the com- 
mission, be set up. 

U.S. View Outlined. 

The delegation stated that it is 
the view of the United States 
Government that: 

“A. Material progress toward the 
ultimate attainment of universal 
freedom of information is of the 
utmost importance if the United 
Nations is to achieve the purposes 
for which it has been established. 

“B. The Commission on Human 
Rights will require special advice 
and assistance in carrying out its 
responsibility toward the fulfil- 
ment of this important and com- 
plex task.” 

The United States suggested the 
following tasks for the proposed 
sub-commission. 

“1, The sub-commission should 
submit proposals, recommenda- 
tions and reports to the Commis- 
sion on Human Rights regarding 
freedom of information. In the 
discharge of this function, the sub- 
commission should: 

“A. Determine what rights, ob- 
ligations and practices should, in 
the sub-commission’s opinion, be 
included in the concept, freedom 
of information; 

“B. Consider and report on the 
extent to which freedom of in- 
formation as thus defined is ac- 
corded to the peoples of the Unit- 
ed Nations; and the nature and 
extent of obstacles thereto; 


„C. Examine proposals for pro- 
moting or facilitating freedom of 
information and eliminating ob- 
stacles thereto; 

D. Make recommendations to 
the extent deemed appropriate for 
action by the United Nations, by 
member states, and by the United 
Nations Economic, Social and 
Cultural Organization and other 
specialized agencies; 

„E. Assume continuing responsi- 
bility for discussing and preparing 
with the assistance of the secre- 
tariat, a draft provision on free- 
dom of information to be incor- 
porated in a bill of rights.”

Vatican sources said. The throat 
irritation is not regarded as seri- 
ous. 


Reaction tn Capital. 

On Capitol Hill congressional 
tempers grew shorter, and sup- 
port gathered behind demands 
that strike control legislation get 
No. 1 priority unless a prompt end 
to the coal shutdown is effected. 


Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
urged speedy essional action 
on legislation prohibiting royalty 
payments to miners. 


Byrd, who called on President 
Truman earlier this week to take 
action to end the coal dispute, 
proposed the royalty prohibition 
in the Senate as an amendment to 
a version of the House-approved 
Case strike control bill, 


He said in a statement that he 
would “urge the earliest possible 
action” on the measure. Similar to 
bills now pending in the House, 
it would outlaw the payment of 
the 10-cent a ton royalty on coal 
which operators say Lewis has de- 
manded to finance a health and 
benefit fund for miners, 

Representative Elliott (Dem.), 
California, declared on the House 
floor today that Congress should 
stay in “day and night” session 
until it passes a law “with teeth 
in it” to put an end “to the tactics 
of John L. Lewis and others.” 

Representative Voorhis (Dem.), 
California, in another House 
speech, said he did not believe any 
efforts are being made to settle 
the coal strike quickly through 
collective bargaining. 


The crippling effects of the 
strike seemed to be building up 
to the big crisis which some Gov- 
ernment labor officials privately 
believe Lewis has been waiting for 
to strengthen the bargaining po- 
sition of his miners in the ne 
gotiations with the operators. 


The Senate was debating the 
British loan bill late this after- 
noon and nearing a vote. If it had 
not been passed before tomorrow, 
Senator Eastland (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, served notice that he and 
other Senators would try to put it 
aside in order to take up anti- 
strike legislation. 


Report to Policy Committee. 


On the surface Lewis’s position 
seemed stronger than ever, so far 
as the backing of his miners is 
concerned, He presented a report 
yesterday to his policy committee 
at a special session here, and the 
250 strike leaders who make it up 
shouted their approval of his 
strategy. 

The policy committee plans to 
stay on in Washington indefinitely 
in case there are developments. 
This committee will ratify any 
contract agreement reached by 
Lewis. 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
reported that even gas and oil, 
now under heavier demand than 
ever, are becoming hard to get 
because of transportation diffi- 
culties as railroads slashed serv- 
ices requiring coal-burning locomo- 
tives. 

The Federal Power Commission 
declared the coal situation had 
brought about an electric power 
“emergency” and recommended 
these conservation steps by all 
publicly owned electric utilities:

WSB RULING OPENS WAY 
FOR COAL PRICE RISE IF

WASHINGTON, May 8 (UP) 


HE WAGE STABILIZA- 
Tron BOARD ruled yester- 

day that employer contribu- 
tions to a union pension fund 
are not wages. 

It said Congress had ex- 
pressly exempted insurance and 
pension benefits from wage 
stabilization under the act com- 
ing up for renewal next June 
30. The board said it was up 
to the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration and Government pro- 
curement agencies to determine 
the extent to which such pay- 
ments may be reflected in 
higher price ceilings and costs 
to the Government. 

The decision was deemed sig- 
nificant in the light of a de- 
mand by the AFL United Mine 
Workers for a per tonnage as- 
sessment on coal for a union- 
administered health and wel- 
fare fund, It apparently cleared 
the way for Government ap- 
proval of such a fund as a 
basis for price relief if soft-

FORD ANNOUNCES 
VIRTUALSHUTDOWN 


DETROIT, May 8 (AP) — The 
Ford Motor Co., hit hard by the 
nationwide coal strike, today an- 
nounced a virtual shutdown of all 
its operations starting tonight, 
affecting 110,000 workers. 

Chrysler Corp. said its assembly 
lines and body plant operations 
may be suspended early next week 
because of the coal emergency, 
and General Motors Corp., an- 
nouncing shutdown of its La 
Grange, III., unit, said other work 
may be affected “within a very 
short time.” 

Spokesmen for the automobile 
industry’s “big three” said cur- 
tailment of their operatiOns was 
dependent on the government's 
general freight embargo, effective 
at midnight Thursday, under 
which automobile parts are not 
eligible for transportation by rail. 

A Chrysler Corp. officer said 
“we won't know for sure until 
the end of this week” whether 
the company would have to shut 
down, but said it is “very nearly 
certain we will have to close down 
some operations” if the govern- 
ment prohibits rail shipment of 
automobile parts, 

The General Motors electro- 
motive plant at La Grange was 
closed Tuesday because of the 


plants, General Motors said, have 
enough coal on hand to take them 
through the rest of the month, 


The industry’s assembly plants 
already have been described as 
more than four months behind 
schedule, with production at 
about .50 per cent of capacity. 
About 800,000 cars and trucks 
have been produced since last 
July 1, in contrast to the 2,500,000 
originally scheduled. 

The Ford shutdown follows sev- 
eral previous curtailments of the 
company’s operations since the 
first of the year. Most of them 
lasted only a few days and were 
laid to strikes and material 
shortages. 

M. L. Bricker, vice president in 
charge of manufacturing, said 
suspension of operations is “due 
to the coal strike, a shortage of 
parts, and the railroad transporta- 
tion tieup.” 

“In addition, the Chicago 
brownout, which limits all pro- 
duction in that area to 25 hours 
a week is affecting 40 or more of 
our suppliers,“ the Ford statement 
said. 

Coal and Scrap Scarce. 


Bricker described coal and scrap 
stocks as “dangerously low.” 
Ford parts-manufarturing plants 
in the Detroit area and at Hamil- 
ton, O., and Green Island, N. T., 
will close after the midnight shift 
tonight. 

The company distributed a 
printed notice to its employes to- 
day, explaining the reasons for 
the shutdown and telling them 
they will take their annual vaca- 


tions now in order to ease pay 
losses, 

Assembly lines in the Rouge 
and branch plants, the Ford state- 
ment said, will continue through 
Wednesday, May 15, except Long 
Beach and Richmond, Calif., 
which will work throsgh May 17. 

Ford officers said they would 
attempt to continue “as long as 
possible” operations in coke ovens, 
blast furnaces, electric furnace 
building, jobbing foundry, steel 
foundry, open hearth, rolling mill, 
and pattern shop. 


“Calamity” Predicted Unless Min- 
ing Begins by May 14, 

CHICAGO, May 8 (AP)—The 
Commonwealth Edison Co., which 
serves the Chicago area, reported 
today that its first goal has been 
exceeded—a 40.7 per cent decrease 
in electric consumtpion, but the II- 
linois Commerce Commission in a 
wire to Illinois Congressmen and 
Senators predicts a “calamity” un- 
less coal mining is resumed by 
May 14.

Another defense witness, Thom- 
as Lyons, 3950 Kingsbury court, 
said he recalled that Moyn and 
Miller had been together discussing 
politics in the Democratic club 
the night the Stras Cleaning and 
Dyeing Co., 1824 North Grand 
boulevard, was entered. 

Lyons said he had talked to no 
one regarding Miller's trial, held 
in Circuit Judge David J. Mur- 
phy’s court. Under cross-examina- 
tion by Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Patrick J. Cavanaugh, how- 
ever, he recalled that Miller told 
him in January he was in trouble 
and would need Lyons’ assistance. 

The state’s chief witness was 
15-year-old Joseph Kenny, who 
testified he acted as lookout for 
Miller and Lon Florence, a former 
convict, during the burglary. Flor- 
ence was acquitted on the burglary 
charge by a jury last March. 

In finding Miller guilty of sec- 
ond-degree burglary, the jury took 
no action on the prosecution’s plea 
that he also be convicted under 
the habitual criminal act, which 
provides stiffer penalties. 

Miller was sentenced to 15 years 
in prison April 12 when he was 
convicted for the burglary and 
theft of a safe containing $5500 
from the Norside Theater, 3628 
North Grand, on the night of 


Sept. 3. | 

He is at liberty on $15,000 bond 
from this conviction. He also was 
released on $5000 bond last night 
pending the filing of a motion fo 
a new trial. ;

‘heavier concentration of dissolved 


minerals. Often at low stages 
there are more algae, resulting in 


disagreeable taste and odor, which 
is difficult to remove. Sandbars 
are more likely to endanger supply 
by diverting water away from in- 
takes. 

“It was the consensus that, if 
low-water flow could be eliminated 
or minimized, important benefits 
would accrue to municipal water 
systems. This would insure ade- 
quate water supply, reduce cost of 
chemical treatment and simplify 
the problem of removing taste and 
odor.

New York to Pay Man Who 
Served 3 Years in Mis- 5 
taken-Identity Case. 


ALBANY, N. T., May 8 (UP)— 
Bertram M. Campbell, English- 
born former broker and cus- 
tomer’s man, was assured today 
of at least $40,000 compensation 
from the state of New York for 
loss of earnings during the 41 
months he served in Sing Sing 
prison for another man’s crime. 

The State Court of Claims, how- 
ever, reserved decision on his suit 
for $100,000 for loss of liberty, 
degradation and humiliation. The 
$40,000 figure, representing only 
lost earnings, was mutually agreed 
on by Campbell, his attorney and 
Assistant Attorney General Arthur 
W. Mattson. He had originally 
asked for $51,896. 

Campbell, 59 years old, was con- 
victed of forgery and grand lar- 
ceny in 1938 and served more 
than three years in Sing Sing. He 
was granted a full pardon by 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey after Alex- 
ander Thiel confessed the crime. 
The men resemble each other. 

Campbell sued the state under 
a special act passed by the 1946 
legislature and signed by the Gov- 
ernor. 

In court yesterday he submitted 
a detailed account showing that 
he had earned as high as $300 a 
week in the years immediately pre- 
ceding his conviction.

Opening Safety Meeting, 
He Assails States That 
Let ‘Insane, Nuts and 
Morons’ Drive. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
President Truman said today the 
challenge of this country’s mount- 
ing highway death toll “must and 
will be met.” 

“The nation cannot afford and 
will not tolerate this tragic waste 
of human resources,” he said in 
addressing the highway safety 
conferenoe. He cited as alarming 
accident figures approaching 
1941's record. 

Calling on all levels of govern- 
ment, state city—to act, Tru- 
man said, “it is not intended that 
the Federal Government shall en- 
croach upon the rights and re- 
sponsibilities of the states.“ 

„At the same time,“ he added, 
“we not expect the Congress 
and the Federal Government to 
stand idly by if the toll of disaster 
continues unchecked. The chal- 
lenge must and will be met.” 

‘Insane, Nuts and Morons.’ 
Truman criticized states that 
permit the “insane, nuts and mo- 
rons” to drive without imposing 
minimum motor license require- 
ments. He departed from his pre- 
pared address and strenuously 
urged all states to adopt minimum 
driving standards, 

The President cited his own 
State of Missouri as an example 
of the lack of minimum require- 
ments which he condemned. In 
Missouri, he said, it was possible 
to buy a license “for a quarter of 
a dollar at a corner drug store.”

Succeed Unless Russia and U.S. 


Have Understanding, Welles Says 


Byrnes’s Proposed 4-Power ‘Pact Will Test 
Soviet Desire for Security as Against Ap- 
petite for Expansion—Econdmic Recov- 
ery of Europe Key to Stability.

LL other objectives pale into insignificance in comparison with 
A need for an understanding between Moscow and Washington, 
ithout it, the United Nations cannot succeed. Without it, last- 


ing peace settlements are impossible. 


This essential understanding will be encouraged if we try to 
assess realistically the salient factors in Soviet foreign policy during 


the last 12 months, and the reasons for them. 


Between 1917 and 1939 these 


three principles seemed to under- 
ly Soviet foreign policy: 

Respect for the commitments 
into which the Soviet Govern- 
ment had entered; rigorous ad- 
herence to Lenin’s condemna- 
tion of annexations and impe- 
rialism; and the precept, so of- 
ten proclaimed by Litvinov, that 
“peace is indivisible.” 

During the past 12 months, 
these principles have been dis- 


carded. 

The Soviet Government pledged 
itself to withdraw its armies from 
Manchuria on Feb. 1, and from 
Iran on March 2. These commit- 
ments were violated. 

Turn to Imperialism. 

Soviet policy in eastern Europe, 
in the Balkans, in the Near East, 
and in the Far East, has been 
frankly imperialistic. 

The precept that “peace is in- 
divisible” has seemed to apply 
only when the maintenance of 
peace in any given region favored 
the achievement of Russia’s ob- 
jectives. 

Even the most friendly Ameri- 
ean observer is forced to the con- 
clusion that if it is only security 
which the Soviet Union is seeking, 
It is endeavoring to obtain it by 
the czarist method of imperialistic 


ty. 
Because of these factors in So- 
viet policy, tension and suspicion 
continue to grow throughout the 
world. 

Barren“ U. S. Policy. 

But the United States is by no 
means free from responsibility for 
the existence of these conditions. 
American policy was timid or bar- 
ren during the very months when 
it most needed to be constructive, 
firm and far-sighted. 

In his May-day address, Stalin 
expressed his conviction that “the 
mations of the world do not wish 
a repetition of the calamities of 
war. They fight persistently for 
consolidation of peace and secur- 
ity.” 

The emphasis throughout Sta- 
lin’s speech was placed upon So- 
viet power, and upon the need for 
continued military preparation. 
But it was also placed upon the 
demand of all peoples for peace. 

May all of this not mean that 
Stalin is forced to recognize the 
overwhelming opposition of the 
Russian masses to new wars; the 
assertion that the Soviet govern- 
ment has been seeking security in 
the only way which it believed 
practicable; and a warning to the 
Russian people that unless secur- 
ity is now obtained they can have 
neither peace nor the chance to 
raise their living standards? 

Since the Soviet Union is still 


saturated with by no means un- 
reasonable suspicions of the 
West, and since Stalin speaks in 
a world darkened by the fears 
created by the atomic bomb, this 
would seem to be a reasonable as- 
sumption. 


army as yet controls Soviet policy. 
But if the present economic pros- 
tration of Europe continues, 
Soviet influence can rapidly 
spread over central and western 
Europe without need for resort 
to new military undertakings. 

The longer famine and ruin en- 
shroud Europe, the greater the 
likelihood that the Kremlin will 
be tempted to seek security by 
continuing its present expansion- 
ist policies. 

Security and economic recon- 
struction are the key issues. 

At long last—12 months after 
it was first proposed by Senator 
Vandenberg — Secretary ‘Byrnes 
has attempted to meet Russia’s 
demand for security by his proj- 
ect of a four-power military al- 
liance. I cannot agree that the 
postponement of this offer until 
now constitutes a “master stroke.” 
Had it been brought forward at 
Potsdam as a foundation for the 
United Nations during that or- 
.ganization’s period of transition, 
the recent course of events in 
Europe might well have been pre- 
vented. 

In the field of economic re- 
construction this government’s 
course has been as hesitant and 
procrastinating as in the field of 
security. 

Loans of Some Help. 

The extension of credits to 
Great Britain and France, and to 
other European countries, would 
prevent immediate chaos, and 
prove to be a useful feature in 
any long-range program of eco- 
nomic. reconstruction. 

But what is still lacking is such 
a long-range program. 

The United Nations Economic 
and Social Council is the only 
agency which now can carry out 
such a p The Council 
was just as urgently needed as 
the “ccurity Council. Yet it is 
wid now getting ready to func- 

on. 

The economic federation of 
European nations suggested by 
Secretary Byrnes should have 
been charted by the Economic 
and Social Council three months 
ago. Public opinion would in 
that case have rallied in favor 
of this solution for Europe’s 
basic ills. Such a program would 
have facilitated the conclusion of 

treaties. 

Unless the Economic and Social 
Council is empowered to under- 
take the task of economic reform 
and readjustment in Europe, the 
political agreements which may 
be reached in Paris will have little 
stability. 

Unless Russia is now satisfied 
with the legitimate security af- 
forded by the proposed four-power 
pact, and unless the economic 
reconstruction of Europe can at 
once commence, there will be 
slight hope of any change in 
Soviet policies. And- unless the 
policies of the Kremlin are dras- 
tically modified there will be even 
less hope of building some co- 
operative relationship between the 
Soviet Union and the United 


States.

cent would oppose Communism 
outside Russia; 53 per cent would 
oppose Communism in the United 
States. 

Although only 41 forums had re- 
ported as of today, headquarters 
announced that 168 actually had 
been formed in 30 states.

Intelligence Authority. 


Secretary Byrnes has now per- 
formed a left about-face, He has 
discarded this plan and divided 
the intelligence work among five 
musty old-line divisions. By this 
move, Secretary Byrnes has, for 
all practical purposes, dismem- 
bered and disembowelled the in- 
telligence section. As might have 
been expected, Col. McCormack 
has resigned in indignant protest. 

Bat-in-Belfry Charge. 

There has been an unsubstan- 
tiated bat-in-the-belfry charge by 
the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee that the State Depart- 
ment’s intelligence division con- 
tained fifteen “pro-Soviet” sympa- 
thizers brought to the Depart- 
ment by Col. McCormack. Col. 
McCormack vehemently met these 
charges with documented evi 
dence, and challenged the Com- 
mittee to hold an investigation to 
prove its allegations. The Com- 
mittee, in the Dies tradition, 
failed to do so. Apparently it 
doubted its ability to hit above 
the belt. 

Secretary Byrnes, distinguished 
jurist of the Supreme Court that 
he has been, surely was not in- 
fluenced by such “evidence.” Per- 
haps the denial of funds by the 
House prompted his decision. If 
so, he is unhappily faint-hearted. 
It seems more reasonable to be- 
lieve that the Secretary of State 
was influenced by the career dip- 
lomats whom he inherited when 
he assumed his present post, In 
any event, his abandoning of the

vitally important intelligence duty 
to the various “geographical desks” 
is regrettable and at .variance 
with our national welfare. Mr. 
Byrnes is naive, indeed, if he

In the prewar years, this coun- 
try was almost solely dependent 
upon the “tea party” intelligence 
provided by its diplomatic: ob- 
servers“ in foreign lands. Ham- 
pered by diplomatic protocol and

The result was that re- 
sponsible newspaper correspond- 
ents were almost inevitably bet- 
ter informed on conditions within 
the country of their assignment 
than the American ambassador.

Funneled to Dunn. 


All diplomatic reports from 
around the entire world, except- 
ing only Central and South Ameri- 
ca, are, according to my informa- 
tion, funneled to the Secretary of 
State through Assistant Secretary 
James C. Dunn, the patent len- 
ther diplomat who distinguished 
himself by marrying into the Ar 
mour Co. millions. This one man, 
conservative and reactionary, and 
of no outstanding ability, controls 
completely the flow of informa- 
tion upon which this country 
predicates much of its foreign 
policy. A report at variance with 
Mr. Dunn’s personal and limited 
views may be killed, and never 
be seen by the Secretary of State, 
his Under Secretary or any other 
Department official of high rank.

For a Red Cross Inquiry 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

An obvious case of poor management 
is prevalent in the Home Service De- 
partment of the St. Louis Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. 

Prior to the fall of 1945, the employe 
relationship was a happy one in that 
department. But immediately following 
the appointment of the present man- 
agement, friction developed, not be- 
cause of jealousies arising due to the 
change, but because the new manage- 
ment obviously was lacking in executive 
ability. 

Mrs. Nordman, who spent over 20 
years loyally working for the organiza- 
tion, resigned because of poor manage- 
ment. Now 10 well-trained workers, 
many of whom have been with the or- 
ganization from five to 10 years, have 
been discharged because of protests 
against unfair and dictatorial action of 
the new management. I believe it is 
time to have an investigation—not by a 
biased committee, but by a committee 
that can be considered representative 
of the people who donate to the organ- 
ization. 

The present board is apparently made 
up of people whose sole reason for 
membership is social prestige. Most of 
the members take no active interest, 
and give lip service to the few who 
dominate its activities. How any man, 
such as Col. Bitting, could be so nar- 
row-minded gs to fail to appreciate the 
inefficiency of the present management, 
and to permit 10 conscientious workers 
to be discharged, is more than I and 
hundreds of other people can accept, 

The group whi was discharged 
worked cheerfully through the war 
years under extreme pressure night and 
day. Now this group is to be replaced 
by personnel less experienced in human 
understanding and relationships than 
the management that has so plainly 
shown its lack of executive ability.

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At Last, an ICC Order 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, after 
years of futile “recommendations” that railroads 
install safety devices to reduce the toll of ac- 
cidents, at last has stirred from its lethargy 
and issued an order to that effect. This is 
decidedly welcome news to the traveling public, 
but since the ICC is simply doing its duty, and 


‘since many orders remain to be issued, the ap- 


plause need not be exactly thunderous. 

The pioneer ICC order goes to the Seaboard 
Airline Railway, whose disregard of recom- 
mendations has become chronic. It calls for in” 
stallation of automatic block signals on 580 miles 
of the line’s tracks, which is mild enough con- 


sidering that of 4170 miles of track, nearly half 


lack this elementary protection. It is also mild 
in view of the fact that the ICC does not order 
installation of automatic train control or radio, 
two metheds that prevent wrecks when automatic 
signals fail to do so. 

The ICC action, incomplete though it is, has 


its hopeful side in showing that the agency 


at last is beginning to realize that mere recom- 
mendations aren't worth the paper they are 
printed on. Only three months ago, the ICC 
reported on Seaboard’s shocking record of 15 
persons killed and 271 injured in 11 wrecks in 
the last few years. It pointed out that in each 
instance, there was no automatic block system, 
or an inadequate system, and went on to lament 
that its recommendations to install the device 
had been unfulfilled by the railroad in seven out 
of 10 cases. 

This is the old and dismal story. The rail- 
roads have blandly disregarded ICC recom- 


mendations, and new wrecks have occurred at. 


the sites of the old, with no result but further 
recommendations and more disregard. Now, at 
last, the ICC has discovered that it takes orders 
to get action, and it has answered the Sea- 
board’s objections to installing automatic signals 
by directing it do so. It has also ordered the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad to install signals 
on 449 miles of its route. 

That's fine. Now let's hope that the ICC will 
get around to ordering other lines to do the 
same, and will order installation of automatic 
train control and radio as well. The public will 
not soon forget the horror of the Burlington’s 
Naperville wreck of two weeks ago, which cost 
45 lives, and could have been prevented by mod- 
ern safety devices. 

Conspicuous among such devices is train con- 
trol, which has been in successful use since 1899, 
and was indorsed by the ICC in 1922 with the 
warning that “disastrous collisions will continue 
to occur” unless it was adopted by railroads. 
Now that the ICC has begun to use its power, 
how about some orders to install automatic con- 
trol to avert railroad disasters? 
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Setback for John Nick 


John P. Nick has been set back on his heels 
in his latest attempt to regain power in St. 
Louis unionism, and the rebuff comes in the best 
possible way—by ballot of the union members 
themselves. This is assuredly better than at- 
tempting to keep Nick out by legal action, as 
had been proposed. The democratic method of 
union decision, by open debate and secret ballot, 
has gained a notable success in defeat of the 
Nick faction’s candidates, though by margins 
of only one vote on most offices. 

However, Nick is resourceful, and the stage- 
hands’ union can count on his making another 
bid for power. Public condemnation of his ruth- 
less practices didn’t stop him, and neither did 
a term in prison. So the union members will 
have to remain alert, ready to use their ballots 
and resourcefulness to keep their organization 
free of Nick’s deadly influence. 
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Operation Musk Ox 


Canada’s 50-man Operation Musk Ox, which 


aroused deep Russian suspicion, has now been 
completed. On Feb. 15, the expedition, bent 
on “tactically” testing men, material and tech- 
nique under Arctic conditions, left Churchill, 
Manitoba, in 10 snowmobiles. These converted 
light tanks were originally designed for the 
proposed invasion of Norway. 

During the next 82 days and 3100 miles, the 
snow-borne force probed into the Arctic Circle 
to Denmark Bay and then, in a southwesterly 
arc, to Edmonton, Alberta. 

The general area covered by the expedition 
is the logical line of attack between Russia and 
the United States. A 5000-mile arc swinging 
across it from Moscow covers the major produc- 
tion areas of the United States, while a similar 
arc swinging from Chicago covers a significant 
portion of Russia, including Moscow. 

When the expedition jumped off, Russia, along 
with France, Belgium, Chile, Norway, Peru and 
the United States, had observers on hand. How- 
ever, the Canadians permitted none but the 
United States observers to take part. 

Obviously, this vest-pocket expedition carried 
international import. Certainly it is a factor in 
Russia’s reluctance in accepting all as sweet- 
ness and light in our international relations. 
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An Attempted Radio Gag 
House Republicans who are angry because 
their opponents seem to get more radio time 
than they do, have let their ire run away with 


them. They are considering a bill to eurb 


broadcasts by heads of Federal agencies. 
These Congressmen are irked because it is 
much easier for a Cabinet member or other high 
Government official ta get time on the air than 
it is for them. They also feel that some com- 


mentators have been unfair in their treatment. 


of the Republican cause. But the bill the G.O.P. 
group proposes would be even more unfair. 

In proposing to put commentators under bond 
for libel, the Congressmen forget that radio 
speakers, and the stations as well, already are 
subject to the libel law. The Congressmen’s 
proposal would serve no real purpose beyond 
using fear as a gag for opposition. 

These Republicans also are thinking of trying 
to prohibit talks By chiefs of Federal agencies, 
except the President, concerning pending legis- 
lation, That also would restrict discussion of 
public issues and prevent officials from taking 
important matters to the people. 

If there is anything radio needs, it is more 
discussion of public issues. Certainly freedom 
of speech is not helped by preventing such dis- 
cussion. But, gince radio time is limited, and 
not everyone can have access to it, the reason- 
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able approach to freedom of the air is to strive 
for balanced presentation of opposing views. 

In the past, the Federal Communications Com- 
mission has guarded the balance without infring- 
ing freedom of speech. Broadcasters themselves 
have become more aware of the problem, and 
injustice is not frequent. So the House Repub- 
licans really have little excuse to try to put 
a gag on the microphone. 
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Fair Treatment for Italy 
A rocky road is being traveled by the Paris 


Conference, and there are fears that it will fail 


to agree on the drafting of the peace treaties, 
but there is a hopeful sign for the rebuilding 
of war-ravaged Europe in the indications that a 
punitive peace for Italy is not the goal of the 
Foreign Ministers, or at least of their majority. 
As Secretary Byrnes has said, it is our Govern- 
ment’s “conviction that a sound and democratic 
Italy is essential to the interests of the, United 
States and of world peace.” 

The American view is that the peacemakers 
must not forget that Italy is a defeated enemy 
power, but (to quote Mr. Byrnes again) “it must 
also be remembered that she made a real and 
active contribution to the Allied cause as a co- 
belligerent.” This is borne out by the high cas- 
ualty figures among the Italian Partisans and 
the Italian Army after Badoglio’s surrender, and 
the praise of their achievements by Gen, Clark, 
Marshal Alexander and other Allied leaders. 

There is hence no inclination by the confer- 
ence majority to deprive Italy of territory to 
which sound ethnic, economic or defensively 
strategic claims can be made. The rejection 
last week of Austria’s request for return of the 
South Tyrol was an instance; it means that the 
border will remain on the crest of the Alps, the 
natural boundary. Similarly, the American view 
approves a moderate concession to Yugoslavia 
on the knotty issue of Istria, though the Rus- 
sians still insist on a larger cession of territory. 

Fair settlements are materially aided by the 

reasonable attitude of the Italians. They are 
willing to yield all the territorial gains of Fas- 
cism, and also other areas, such as the Dodec- 
anese, historically a part of Greece, and numer- 
ous islands off the Yugoslav coast. They consent 
to UN trusteeship for the older African colonies, 
with Italian administration. As for reparations, 
it is the American view that Italy can pay little 
if anything, for the country is impoverished and 
now leans heavily on UNRRA aid. Mr. Byrnes 
pointed out the other day that exacting repara- 
tions would mean that the Allies gave with one 
hand and took away with the other. The com- 
ing inquiry into Italy’s ability to pay should 
result in a just solution. 
Russian ambitions in the Adriatic and Medi- 
terranean may complicate the settlement, but 
they ‘do not affect Italy directly. They do not 
alter the fact that a harsh peace would weaken 
Italy’s democratic Government, and might re- 
sult in a swing to extremism of the Right or 
Left in next month’s elections. 

Italy’s present leaders seem ready to atone 
for the crimes of their past Fascist and royal 
masters, to gain for their country a respected 
place in the family of peace-loving nations. They 
merit the support now being received in Paris 
for this constructive effort. 
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A Pension Raid Repelled 


In an election year, Missouri politicians who 
cater to the “Dear Pensioner” vote can be sure 
of getting from the Legislature almost anything 
they want for their proteges. This time, how- 
ever, the Senate has repelled an attempted 
Treasury raid for this purpose, partly at least 
because the pension partisans went too far in 
their demands. 

The politicians actually wanted to lower the 
bars to such an extent that a retired capitalist 
who had deeded his property to his son could 
draw a pension while living in a luxurious home. 
This might have been aecepted, but the grab- 
bers greedily brought in an amendment that 


would have greatly increased the limit on the. 
‘amount of property a pensioner may own. That 


excessive demand, with its increase of $3,000,000 
a year in pension costs, shocked enough Sena- 
tors into voting No that the whole scheme failed. 

The pension bloc will be back. Its members 
don’t care that general relief funds are so low 
that many needy Missourians are going hungry. 
They are interested only in buying the votes of 
pensioners. The Senate will have to continue 
its watchfulness to ward off the new grab at- 
tempts that undoubtedly will be made. 
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Air Progress Without Bounds 

The boundaries set for St. Louis in 1876 defy 
the idea of an air capital in 1946, but civic think- 
ing on aviation now has begun to extend beyond 
our 70-year-old city limits. 

The very title of the Metropolitan Air Fair, 
which the new Aviation Council of Greater St. 
Louis plans for September, recognizes the need 
for a metropolitan conception of aviation. Fur- 
ther recognition comes from the Illinois De- 
partment of Aeronautics, which proposes that 
local planning commissions work together for 
an airport at Horseshoe Lake. 

Unfortunately, the Illinois department believes 
that the site on the East Side should be this 
area’s second major airport. That is impossible, 
since St. Louis already is acquiring land for the 
Columbia Bottoms field. But this area will need 
three airports, and more, to overtake the rapid 
development of air transport. ‘So Horseshoe 
Lake should be considered for a third field. 


Despite the site’s disadvantages in fog and 


soft terrain, the Illinois authorities find it usable. 
Horseshoe Lake is close to downtown St. Louis. 
And most important of all, it is available. There 
are no perfect airport sites, and there are even 
too few imperfect sites anywhere near the city. 
The search for landing ground is not for the 
ideal, but for the practicable. 

Such cross-river development would require 
stronger authority than loose inter-city co-opera- 
tion. The metropolitan communities could ac- 
complish more through a unified solution of 
problems of area-wide concern. One possibility 
Was considered two years ago by the Metro- 
politan Plan Commission. It was an inter-city 
compact, such as the Port of New York Author- 
ity. 

In an era when winged speed ignores space, 
it is ridiculous to restrict aviation planning to 
our tiny political limits. What St. Louis needs, 
to become an air center, is a master plan that 
is a metropolitan plan. 7 
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Pulitzer Prize Editorial for 1945 


An Editorial by Hodding Carter, Published on Aug. 27, 1945, 
in the Delta Democrat-Times, Greenville, Miss. 


Company D of the 168th Regiment, which 
is stationed in Leghorn, Italy, is composed 
altogether of white troops, some from the 
East, some from South, some from the 
Midwest and West Coast. Company D 
made an unusual promise earlier this 
month. The promise was made in the 
form of a communication to their fellow 
Americans of the 442nd Infantry Regiment, 
whose motto is “Go for Broke,” and it was 
subscribed to unanimously by the officers 
and men of Company D. 


In brief, the communication pledged the 
help of Company D in convincing the folks 
back home that “you are fully deserving of 
all the privileges with which we ourselves 
are bestowed.” The soldiers to whom that 
promise was made are Japanese-Americans 
in the United States Army, and no troops 
have chalked up a better combat record. 
Their record is good. 


These Nisei were selected by Gen. Fran- 
cis H. Oxx, commander of the military area 
in which they are stationed, to lead the 
final victory parade, so they marched 3000 
strong at the head of thousands of the 
other Americans. Their battle flag with 
three presidential unit citation streamers 
floating above them, their commander, a 
Wisconsin white Colonel, leading them, 
some of the Nisei must have been thinking 
of the soul-carking days last October when 
they spearheaded the attacks that opened 
the Vosges Mountain doorway to Stras- 
bourg. 


Rescue of a Lost Battalion 


Some of them were probably remember- 
ing how they, on another bloody day, had 
snatched the Thirty-sixth Division’s lost 
battalion of Texans from the encircling 
Germans, and how many of them were 
bearing scars from those two engagements 
which alone had cost the Nisel boys from 
Hawaii and the West Coast 2300 casualties. 


Perhaps these yellow-skinned Americans, 
to whose Japanese kinsmen we have ad- 
ministered a terrific and long overdue de- 
feat, were holding their eyes higher be- 
cause of the pledge of their white fellow 


soldiers and fellow Americans of Company 
D. Perhaps when they gazed at their com- 
bat flag, the motto, “Go for Broke,” em- 
blazoned thereon took on a different mean- 
ing. “Go for broke” is the Hawaiian- 
Japanese slang expression for shooting the 
works in a dice game. 


The loyal Nisei have shot the works. 
From the beginning of the war they have 
been on trial, in and out of uniform, in 
the Army camps and relocation centers, as 
combat troops in Europe and as front-line 
interrogators, propagandists and combat 
intelligence personnel in the Pacific, where 
their capture meant prolonged and hideous 
torture. And even yet they have not satis- 
fied their critics. 


Injustice Toward the Nisei 


It is so easy for a dominant race to ex- 
plain good or evil, patriotism or treachery, 
courage or cowardice in terms of skin 
color. So easy and so tragically wrong. 
Too many have committed a wrong against 
the loyal Nisei, who by the thousands have 
proved themselves good Americans, even 
while others of us, by our actions against 
them, have shown ourselves to be bad 
Americans. 


Nor is the end of this misconception in 
sight. Those Japanese-American soldiers 
who paraded at Leghorn, in the com- 
memoration of the defeat of the nation 
from which their fathers came, will meet 
other enemies, other obstacles as forbidding 
as those of war. A lot of people will begin 
saying, as soon as these boys take off their 
uniforms, that “a Jap is a Jap,” and that 
the Nisei deserve no consideration. A large 
majority won't say or believe this, but an 
active minority can have its way against 
an apathetic. majority. 


It seems to us that Nisei slogan, “Go 
for Broke,” could be adopted by all Amer- 
icans of good will in the days ahead. We 
have got to shoot the works in a fight for 
tolerance, Those boys of Company D point 
the way. Japan’s surrender will be signed 
aboard the Missouri and Gen. MacArthur’s 
part will be a symbolic “Show Me.”

Both Congress and the country should 
pay due attention to what Gen. Eisenhower 
is saying. Certainly we do not want to 
see an enfeebled army of occupation mas- 
sacred by the Japanese.

World News Policy Issue 
Discussed in Able Report 


Peoples Speaking to Peoples,” by Liewellyn White 
and Robert D. Leigh. (University ef Chicage 
Press, Chicago.) 

A grant of $200,000 from Time, Inc., to 
the University of Chicago two years ago 
has made possible an exhaustive study of 
the freedom, functions and responsibilities 
of the major agencies of modern mass com- 
munication. A series of studies, of which 
this is the first, is to be published by the 
Commission on Freedom of the Press, to 
be followed by its general report. 

The first subject discussed, international 
communication, is of special timeliness, in 
view of the present controversy over 
whether our Government should partici- 
pate in broadcasting news and other pro- 
grams to foreign listeners. The authors 
of the study are well qualified in the field. 
Mr. White is a veteran in newspaper and 
press service work, and was with the OWI 
during the war. Mr. Leigh, director of the 
commission, is a political scientist, and was 
head of the FCC’s Foreign Intelligence 
Broadcast Service, 

- + * 

The issue has become pressing because, 
as in so many other fields, scientific prog- 
ress has leaped ahead of planning for the 
use of its products. New processes have 
made it possible for ideas to be conveyed 
across boundaries to the masses in all parts 
of the world. Radio, films and printed 
publications can carry news and messages 
to vast audiences in greater volume with 
greater speed than ever before. During the 
war, these techniques were largely under 
governmental control, as an arm of psycho- 
logical warfare. The question now is, Shall 
our Government continue in this field, or 
turn it over to private interests? 

The authors of this report prefer private 
dissemination of the material. In view of 


its high importance in the cultivation of 


sound international relations, however, 
they favor Government co-operation or sub- 
sidy if private interests are unable or un- 
willing to do the job. Since certain phases 
will not be profitable, they expect Govern- 
ment participation to prove necessary, and 
a program to that end is presented, 
. * * 


As part of this program, the report 
favors a merger of all American tele- 
communications facilities, to create a 
global network for transmitting this coun- 
try’s message to the world. One corporation 
devoted entirely to carrying press matter 
would be exempt from the merger. A free- 
press covenant among all nations, within 
the UN framework, is also urged, but the 
writers acknowledge the difficulty of ob- 
taining full acceptance by the numerous 
nations where censorship now exists. Pro- 
posals for UN supervision of foreign cor- 
respondents are of dubious wisdom, and 
will doubtless be opposed by American 
press spokesmen. 

The book is valuable for its analysis of 
the various communications agencies, and 
for presenting a definite program as a 
point of departure in the forum of dis- 
cussion. All the nations have a stake in 
working out plans for a world-wide flow 
of true information, for the use of rapid 
communication as an agent of propaganda 
untruths has been proved to be a fertile.

Russian Obstacles to Peace

Although at Potsdam, Britain and America did not finally approve 
the award to Poland of Germany east of the Oder and Neisse rivers, 
the radical truncation of Germany has become a fact because the 
Poles have moved in and settled the land while a large part of the 
Germans have fled or been pushed out. 


Eastern Europe from the Bal- 
tic to the Adriatic is effectively 
in the Russian zone with the ex- 
ception of Austria, which is di- 
. vided, as what remains of Ger- 
many is divided, among four oc- 
cupying powers. 

Danubia, of which Austria is 
historically and economically a 
part, is being steadily integrated, 
politically and economically, into 
the Soviet system. Policies have 
been permitted which made this 
inevitable. Britain, the United 
States and the U.S. S. R., beginning 
with Poland, have connived at the 
First partition of Europe. They 
have thus completed the wreck- 
ing of Europe, politically, econom- 
ically, and—even more important 
— eee and cultur- 
ally. 


A False Assumption. 


All this has been done on the 
premise that the first requirement 
of peace is that the Anglo-Amer- 
ican countries should “get on with 
Russia.” To challenge this as- 
sumption as forming any rational 
basis for peace has practically 
amounted to high treason, both in 
this country and in Britain. But 
the assumption has been, from the 
very beginning, false in its pri- 
mary theses. 

An obvious concomitant of the 
theory that we must get on with 
Russia is that Russia feel she 
must get on with us. That is 
not a primary Russian considera- 
tion at all. The Russian concept 
has been to create, by rapid faits 
accomplis, a situation promising 
control over Europe and Asia iso- 
lating Britain and America from 
the key global positions—in other 
words, falling heir to Hitler’s 
Eurasia, 

In this, the Soviets Have com- 
bined traditional Russian impe- 
rialism and messianism with its 
modern expression — Communism. 
The concept of Russia as the re- 
deemer of the-world through cre- 
ating a new world integration is 
much older than Communism, 


Dostoevski’s Prediction. 


Feodor Dostoevski was a coun- 
ter-revolutionist, but nobody bet- 
ter understood the Russian mind 
and soul, and in the last century 
he wrote: 

“Russia must unite under her 
leadership all Slav peoples, not 
for expansion or empire but to in- 
sure their peace and freedom. The 
next step must be the conquest of 
Constantinople, not for profit, but 
for the realization of that truth 
preserved only in Russia. That 
cannot be understood by Euro- 
peans, who do not believe in the 
brotherhood and regeneration of 
man. Russia must become 


reveal to Europe the new human- 
ity, the new social order which 
she alone can represent.” 

Dostoevski predicted a struggle 
in which Russia would end Eur- 
ope, Western Christianity would 
be obliterated and a revived East- 
ern Christianity arise. “The fate 
of Poland awaits France; not we, 
but our children, will see the end 
of England.” 

Not only the Soviets but Czar- 
ists predicted “Poland had to per- 
ish—not the authentic Polish race, 
but the false civilization, the false 
nationality imputed to Poland.” 

The “false” civilization and na- 
tionality was what made Poland, 
historically, the easternmost out- 
post of Western Christianity and 
the historic defender of the West 
against Central Asia. To end this 
forever has been a cardinal point 
of Russian policy. 

Russian civilization has been 
historically hostile to European, 
and Communism has not changed 
this. The 1936 purges were ac- 
tually the liquidation of the Eu-- 
ropean-trained and influenced 
Communists. Never in history 
was Russia more Russian and 
Byzantine than she is today. Even 
the revolutionary liquidation of 
the aristocracy contributed to this, 
because they were Europeanized 
by culture and intermarriage. 


The Road to War. 


Russia has always admired the 
science and technology of the 
West, but hates its “rotting and 
decadent” civilization. Her policy 
is one of splendid isolation: ex- 
pansion now, as in Dostoevski's 
time, for the avowed purpose of 
“regeneration”; keeping her own 
civilization aloof and uncontamin- 
ated, and “co-operating” only for 
the purpose of achieving her own 
ends. 

The Anglo-American powers, in 
complete disregard of their own 
security and in apparent con- 
tempt of their own civilization, 
have been collaborating for their 
undoing. 

This process is not leading to 
peace. It is leading inevitably to- 
ward war—unless we are to pre- 
sume that the United States will 
live on sufferance a generation 
hence. 

Russia is not weak, but strong. 
The sources of her strength are 
her single-mindedness, the Rus- 
sia Firsters in eve land, her 
concept that all life is essentially 
struggle, her people's contempt of 
death and unfamiliarity with lux- 
ury, and the ignorance and muz- 
zy-headed simplicity of Western 
leadership that could fight a co- 
lossal war at tremendous sacri- 
fice without ever thinking through 
in advance the problem of Eu- 
rope, which lies at the root of 
both world wars.

PLASTIC SURGERY AlD 
FOR THOUSANDS GITED 


Doctor Tells of Methods That 
Saved Wounded Men 
in War. 


Army plastic surgeons did such 
an excellent job in restoring 
wounded men that “it seemed as 
though most of the single ones 


got married 15 minutes after we 
let them out of the hospital,” Dr. 
James Barrett Brown, St. Louis 
surgeon who headed the Army’s 
plastic surgery program, said last 
night. He spoke at a meeting of 
the St. Louis Medical Society, 
3839 Lindell boulevard. 

Dr. Brown is now on terminal 
leave as senior consultant in plas- 
tic surgery to the United States 
Army, where he was a colonel, and 
has been appointed senior con- 
sultant in plastic surgery to the 
Veterans’ Administration. In 1942 
and 1943, he held a similar po- 
sition for the Army in the Euro- 
pean theater, and in the following 
two years was chief of plastic sur- 
gery at the Valley Forge Plastic 
Surgery Center. He has resumed 
private practice and teaching at 
Washington University. 


With slides, accompanied by a 
rapid-fire lecture, Dr. Brown last 
night showed graphically the 
methods developed in saving the 
lives and restoring features and 
limbs of thousands of men, 

tes Lessons Learned. 

Some of the more important 
lessons learned during the war, 
he reported, were the neéessity for 
early treatment, as much being 
done at the front lines as possible; 
doing as much as possible in a 
single operation, instead of 
spreading treatment over many 
operations as was formerly the 
usual practice; using tissue for 
grafts on the face or head either 
from immediately adjacent parts 
or from relatively distant parts of 
the body so that no other feature 
be cut into, and the necessity for 
“closing the surface of the body” 
to eliminate sources of infection 
before real healing can set in. 
Dr. Brown showed slide after 
slide of men so badly disfigured 
that they seemed beyond help, 
others who “seemed slated for 
death,” then followed up with 
slides showing the amazing re- 
sults of plastic surgery on them. 
He assured his audience that 
he had not selected unusual ‘cases, 
but was merely showing them 
“commonplace things done by the 
thousands of young surgeons of 
the Army and Navy.” 

Save Badly Mangled Arm. 
One slide showed an arm s0 
badly mangled and disfigured that 
the man begged to have it ampu- 
tated. Eighteen days later, after 
a single operation; the arm looked 
almost normal in another slide 
Dr. Brown showed. 

Another case was that of a man 
who had lost all the skin from his 
head and arms from burns, “This 
man was supposed to die,” Dr. 
Brown said. “He had not had 


dressings changed on an 8000-mile 


evacuation flight—but he was al- 
most completely restored, using 
large quantities of skin from the 
body of a soldier who had com- 
n@tted suicide a few hours before 
the operation.” 

The importance of plastic sur- 
gery, he said, was not only that 
it restored use of fingers, limbs, 
eyelids and other parts of the 
body, but that it gave “that final 
stability which means peace and 
contentment to the individual.” 
Even in the case of a man 
totally blinded, he continued, 
plastic surgery restores his dignity 
through his knowledge that he 
again looks like a human being. 
Dr. Brown paid special tribute 
to the wives and sweethearts of 
disfigured men who stuck loyally 
by those men. Their recovery in 
many cases might not have been 
possible without this loyalty, he 
said.

AGAINST ‘ThE OUTLAW 


Two Catholic Leaders Ask 
Theater Not to Show 
Film, 


A protest has been made by 
Msgr. John W. Marren and Msgr. 
Alfred G. Thomson against the 
showing of “The Outlaw,” sched- 
uled to open a week’s engagement 
at Loew’s-State theater tomor- 
row. 

Pointing out that the picture, 
described in its advertising as 
“tough-rough-savage” has been 
condemned by the Legion of De- 
cency, Msgrs. Marren and Thom- 
son requested M. C. Burnett, man- 
ager of the theater, not to show it. 

Burnett replied that the theater 


was under contract with United 
Artists, Inc., the distributing 
agency for the picture, to run it. 
In any event, he added, it was too 
lats to obtain a substitute feature. 
Msgr. Marren said today that the 
chief blame attached to Howard 
Hughes, producer of the picture, 
which was barred as immoral by 
the Hays office in 1943. 

The picture, which stars Jane 
Russell although it represents her 
first appearance in the movies, 
was approved three months ago 
b. Eric Johnston who succeeded 
Hays as head of the Movie Pro- 
cucers’ Association. The picture 
was given the seal of approval 
after Hughes, the wealthy avia- 
tion enthusiast, leased a theater 
in Detroit to exhibit it and an- 
nounced plans for leasing other 
houses throughout the country. 

The Johnston office took excep- 
tion to suggestive advertising used 
to promote the picture, It ordered 
Hughes to show cause why he 
should not be expelled from the 
producers’ association for his 
alleged advertising methods. 
Hughes has filed a damage suit 
for $5,000,000. It is based on the 
claim that the producers’ organiza- 
tion had withheld official ap- 
proval for three years, although 
he maintained the film is the 
same now as when it was barred 
as immoral.

Fish and Wildlife Service 


Has $12,600,000 to Spend on 


Five-Year Restoration Program 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)—The Fish and Wildlife Service has 
a five-year plan for spending 312, 800, 000 accumulated during the war 
years from the Federal tax on sporting arms and ammunition. 


The service would like to start 
oft in 1947 to restore the coun- 
try’ wildlife, somewhat neglected 
during wartime, by spending 33, 
000,000 from this fund in the treas- 


ury. 

The $3,000,000 item will come up 
for consideration in the House to- 
day or tomorrow during debate 
on the Interior Department ap- 
propriation bill, 

Mem ers of the subcommittee 
handling the bill, which includes 
the fish and wildlife service, told 
a reporter that the $12,600,000 
fund probably will be tapped for 
$2,000,000 this year. 

The service wus given $1,000,000 
from the reserve to spend during 
the current fiscal year which 
ends June 30, 

Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson told the 
subcommittee before he resigned 


recently as wildlife director that, 
in effect, the future of wildlife 


depends to a great degree on ex- 
penditures made under the five- 
year plan. 

“I have always understood from 
the committee that they felt this 
fund could very well be built up 
during the war and then used in 
the postwar period,” Gabrielson 
said. 

“And the state people asked us, 
when the war was actually over 
and they got under way, that we 
try to get this unexpended bal- 
ance appropriated over about a 
five-year period. ' 

“As a matter of fact, this first 
appropriation ... will not reduce 
that balance appreciably because 
tee payments into that fund this 
year will be greater than $3,000,000. 

“The states have a lot of men 
coming back (from the armed 
forces) whose jobs are dependent 
upon thig appropriation ... and 
a lot of deferred projects on which 
we n was stopped.”

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


RAPE JUICE whip is a des- 

sert of unusual hue—a sort of 

French lilac color, but it is 
just as delicious as can be and it 
is especially refreshing in flavor. 
Of course one can obtain a varie- 
gated color very easily. It takes 
only your whim to decide where 
to quit when you start folding 
the stiffly beaten whipped cream 
into the cold thickened juice. You 
can stop short after you have 
folded three or four times and at 
the point where you have an in- 
triguing marbled effect with 
streaks and waves ranging from 
a creamy white to a royal pur- 
ple and the more dilute lilac in 
between, and then on to the point 
where the cream streaks com- 
pletely disappear and the color 
becomes the same all the way 
through. 

The folding process also in- 
fluences the texture and the 
volume of the dessert. The more 
complete the folding and the more 
vigorously it is done, the more 
air will be driven out and the 
smaller the volume, The less fold- 
ing one does and doing it as light- 
ly as possible, the airier, puffier 
and more delicate it will be.

„Ir would take a Philadelphia 
lawyer to figure it out,” one of 
our readers quotes, asking for 

the origin of “Philadelphia law- 

yer” as a synonym for shrewd- 
ness and astuteness. And we have 

a story for this, attributing it to 

a famous lawsuit, tried a little 

over two centuries ago. 

The case involved the prosecu- 
tion of one John Peter Zenger, 
publisher of the New York 
nal. In the year 1735, Zenger at- 
tacked the n of the 
royal governor and was promptly 
indicted for criminal libel and 
jailed. To defend him Zenger en- 
gaged Andrew Hamilton, a Phila- 
delphia lawyer, 

Hamilton's shrewdness, sagacity 
and forensic eloquence not only 
won Zenger an acquittal, but con- 
tributed added luster to the Phila- 
delphia bar, already noted for its 
high professional attainments. 
Also it resulted in the birth of, 
or injected new life and vitality 
into the expression “Philadelphia 
lawyer.” 

The earliest recorded use of 
“Philadelphia lawyer” is in “The 
Balance,” under date of Nov. 15, 
1808, in the form: 

“It would (to use a Yankee 
phrase) puzzle a dozen Philadel- 
phia lawyers to unriddle the con- 
duct of the Democrats.”

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
ET us examine some of the 
L things here at home which, I 
think, are jeopardizing ‘the 
world as a whole. We seem to be 
too weak to make domestic de- 
cisions, How, then, are we going 

to lead in international affairs? 

Let me point out some of the 
things which stare at us from the 
pages of the newspapers day after 
day. 

We put off deciding what we 
shall do about conscription. It 
seems to me it would be fairly 
simple to accept the fact that 
there are needs which must be 
met at the present time, to make 
a decision to cover the next few 
years, and then to consider what 
our permanent policy shall be in 
the light of new events. But no, 
we just decide to do nothing for 
a short time!

THE WORLD is starving, and 
we know that even Fiorello H. La 
Guardia, UNRRA director, dy- 
namic as he is, has not been able 
to get us really to face the prob- 
lem. Yet we, the people, do not 
demand to be told what must be 
done and agree to do it. 

We are horrified when Prime 
Minister Attlee of Great Britain 
makes an announcement that, if 
the findings of the joint Anglo- 
American Commission which has 
been studying the question of 
Palestine are carried,out, we must 
bear our share of responsibility. 
Yet anyone must have known, 
when the British asked us to un- 
dertake a joint inquiry, that they 
would expect us to do our share 
in carrying out the findings. We 
put good men on that commis- 
sion. If we believe in their find- 
ings, we should be willing to back 
them up.

Howard needs to change because he will scare away many 
people who would otherwise be his friends and patients It is 
a commendable trait to be sympathetic and kind He is old 
enough now that he doesn’t need to fear the ridicule of school- 
mates. It is time for the sake of his wife and children, too, 
that he adopt the soothing and comforting tones of the mature 
physician. 

His aggressive, fighting attitude should be mellowed and 
toned down. He will make a more useful citizen as well as 
a more successful physician, Great men don't have to instill 
fear in order to gain respect and admiration.

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$250 000 Gift to Fellow Veterans 


John Ford, Ace Movie Director, Never Forgets Hi

HOLLYWOOD, May 8 
N a few weeks now Field Photo 
| Farm, an eight-acre recreation- 
al farm in California’s famed 
San Fernando Valley, will be ded- 
icated to the memory of 13 mem- 
bers of the United States Navy’s 
Field Photo Unit who lost their 
lives in the war, and will be 
opened to the use of surviving 
members of the organization. 


The farm, which together with. 


its endowment, represents an in- 
vestment of $250,000, is a gift of 
John Ford, formerly a captain in 
the U.S.N.R., a veteran motion pic- 
ture director who commanded the 
Field Photo Unit throughout the 
war. 

The money for this gift was 
Ford’s salary for the direction of 
“They Were Expendable,” for 
which job the Navy loaned him to 
MGM. The director’s gift to the 
men who served under him during 
the war was made practical by 
the fact that all but two or three 
members of Field Photo Unit were 
recruited from the motion picture 
industry and have returned to it 
since the war’s end. Approximate- 
ly 155 men will be privileged to 
enjoy the farm's facilities. Thirty- 
five of these men are working 
with Ford at the moment on “My 
Darling Clementine,” which he is 
directing for Twentieth Century- 
Fox. 

The farm consists of a two-story 
clubhouse, including a memorial 
chapel, a swimming pool, horse- 
back riding facilities, two tennis 
courts, badminton courts, guest 
cottages and a restaurant. 

The maker of thig gift has been 
a part of tre movie industry for 
38 years and has won some rare 
distinctions, He won the Academy 
Award for direction of “How 
Green Was My Valley,” “The 
Grapes of Wrath” and “The In- 
former,” a record equaled only by 


Frank Capra. In addition, he di- 


rected “The Long Voyage Home,” 
which usually finds a place in any 
list of the best pictures ever 
made; “Stagecoach,” often rated 
the best of the Westerns; “The 
Iron Horse” and many other fine 
movies. 

Two more Oscars,“ as Academy 
Award statuettes are known, will 
be housed at Field Photo Farm. 
These were awarded the United 
States Navy in 1943, for produc- 
tion of “The Battle of Midway” 
and “December 7.” The two films 
were produced by Capt. Ford's 
uni‘ and he, himself, was wounded 
at Midway island while photo- 
graphing the abortive Jap attack 
there in 1942. 

Ford went on active duty in the 
Navy in 1941, and was returned to 
inactive duty in January of this 
year. Not a great deal is known 
of his wartime career. When 
asked about it recently he dis- 
missed the question with, “Oh, we 
old guys didn’t do much. This 
was a young man’s war.” How- 
ever, he operated in every theater 
of war. 

As a matter of fact, Ford al- 
ways has been quite reticent 
about his personal life. He has 
said that the only important thing 
in making a picture is what ap- 
pears on the screen. He distrusts 
ballyhoo and never permits his 
name to be used in connection 
with it. Press agents on his pic-

Ford started in motion pictures 
as a property boy at Universal. 
At that time his brother, Francis 
Ford, was a Universal star. Be- 
fore he was 25 years old Ford had 
made 200 Western pictures of three 
and five reel length. When he 
was 28 he directed the memorable 
“Iron Horse.” 

He is thoroughly Irish, and has 
a ready, dry wit and a sharp 
tongue when necessary. Before 
the war, when he was excited, one 
could hear him for a hundred 
yards, shouting commands on the 
outdoor sets in the rolling hills at 
Twentieth Century-Fox. Since he 
returned from the war he has 
been more subdued; his direction 
has taken on a quieter touch. 

His real name is Sean O’Fearna, 
Irish as the Isles of Aran from 
which his folks came. Assistant 
director on the Ford sets is 
Eddie O Fearna, and in every pic- 
ture he makes Director Ford also 
always finds a spot for his 
brother, Francis Ford. 

Ford in recent years has been 
very much af a home man. He 
has an extensive library and he 
reads far into the night, so late

However, Ford never kept a set 
closed to any visitor who had a 
job to do, or whose livelihood de- 
pended upon seeing him or inter- 
viewing him for a job, a needed 
loan or a helping hand. 


Ford always hag tremendous re- 
spect for the work in hand and 
when he has a big production un- 
der way he discourages levity and 
the carnival spirit. 


Even his cowboys get as far 
away as possible when they are 
not being actually filmed. In si- 
lent clusters they play cards in 
far corners or herd their champ- 
ing horses away from the mikes 
recording the close-up scenes. Ac- 
tors tip-toe around in the sand, 
or tread softly in felt shoes on the 
steps of the Tombstone gambling 
hell where Wyatt Earp (Henry 
Fonda) and “Doc” Holliday (Vic 
Mature) are working out their 
personal problems, 


Ford is still happy with his 
original wife, who carries through 
on his many charities. He has two 
children, a son 25 and a daughter 
24. His daughter worked at the 
studio as a film cutter while her 
father was away at war, but re- 
signed when the regular film cut- 
ters returned to the studio from 
service. 

Although he apparently works 
very leisurely, Ford is one of the 
fastest: directors in Hollywood. He 
learned speed in his early days 
when one-reelers were turned out 
in a day and a feature in a week. 
He seldom shoots more than two 
“takes,” but he rehearses unspar- 
ingly, over and over until the 
scene is perfect. 

The “John Ford Stock Com- 
pany” is one of Hollywood's amus- 
ing traditions concerning Ford, 
who in every picture insists on 
having as many of his old time 
players as possible. In the back- 
ground of “My Darling Clemen- 
tine” you will see a half dozen 
“cowboys,” “gunmen” and “gam- 
blers” who once were famous stars 
themselves. Ford never forgets 
his old friends—just as he has not 
forgotten the men with whom he 
served in the war.

tract was a sound investment, 
West opened the heart jack, 
and although declarer was not 
sanguine about the lead being 
from the king, there seemed to 
be no point in leaving the queen 
blank in dummy, and he there 
fore put it up. East covered and 
declarer won. Five diamond tricks 
and four spades were then run 
off, declarer discarding two hearts 
while East let go two hearts and. 
a low club. 


West found himself in more 
serious discarding difficulties, and 
with obvious reluctance he let go 
the 84 of clubs (in that order) 
and three hearts. 


Now dummy was reduced to one 
low heart and two clubs, while 
declarer himself had his original 
three clubs. Obviously if the club 
king lay in the East hand, de- 
clarer would have to play the ace 
and low from dummy, but it was 
equally obvious that if this had 
been the true state of affairs, 
East would have been guilty of a 
frightful error in discarding his 
hearts and keeping nothing but 
clubs. Having no reason to feel 
that East had made such a mis- 
take, declarer made the far 
sounder play of throwing West in 
with the heart and playing him 
for the club king. West's forced 
club return, of course, gave South 
the contract. 
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
